PACIFICS PLAN TO WILSON. 


Terms for Dissolution of Merger 
Will Reach Him To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The plan 
for the dissolution of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific merger-will be laid be- 
fore the President to-morrow. Al- 
though no word of explanation of the 
terms finally drafted nor of any part of 
the discussion in the all-day conference 
held to-day’ in the Department of 
Justice could be obtained. either from 
the Attorney General or any of the 
railroad lawyers, it was made known 
that the whole scheme to be presented 


to the court would be in the hands of 
Président Wilson to-morrow. All the 
counsel engaged on the dissolution plan 
are to remain in the city until Thurs- 
day, to give Mr. Wilson time to digest 
the details. 

It is understood beige b abvai thorough 
consideration of the posed sale of 
$38,000,000 of Southern yacitic; stock now 
held by the Union Pacific to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company and the sale 
of $42,000,000 of Baltimore & Ohio stock 
now owned by the Pennsylvania to the 
Union Pacific, the Attorney General is 
disposed to aprove that exchange and to 
recommend it to the President as a part 
of the final plan of dissolution to be laid 
before the court. 

The Pennsylvania would get 14 per 
cent. of the Southern Pacific stock and 
would not have control. The exchange 
is regarded by the Attorney General as 
practically of the character of an in- 
vestment by.the Pennsylvania and the 
Union Pacific, and he is satisfied that it 
would not lead to any future merger-to 
perplex the Department of Justicé and 
railroad lawyers. The banking interests 
behind the transaction also are believed: 
to ne entirely satisfied with this adjust- 
men 

Neither the Attorney General nor the 
counsel. to the Union Pacific. er the 
Southern Pacific would indicate. which 
of the plans for the disposition of the 
remaining part.of the -$126,000,000 . of 
Southern Pacific stock held,.by the 
Union Pacific would be laid- before the 
President, but from: all that cos be 
learned it was believed that the.

The King, in proposing M. Poincaré’s 
health, referred to the cordial relations 
between France and England as the 
great factor in the preservation of Euro- 
peam peace. The President made a 
felicitous response in the same straih. 

President’ Poincaré arrived off Ports- 
mouth early in the merning, and after 
passing in review a notable gathering of 
the most modern British war vessels, 
landed at the dockyard, where he was 
met on behalf of King George by the 
young Prince of Wales, who on this oc- 
casion of his first important represent- 
ative function displayed great compos- 
ure. 

The President and the Prince of Wales, 
after receiving an address of wecome 
from the civic authorities of Ports- 
mouth, departed for London on the 
royal train placed at their disposal, ac- 
companied by a brilliant staff of mili- 
tary and naval officers who had been 
attached to the President’s staff. 

King George was ‘waiting at Victoria 
Station to greet the President, with 
whom was M. Pichon, French Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. His Majesty, after 
exchanging a few cordial words, with 

Poincaré, then escorted him to York 
Baues They passed through lavishly 
decorated arecte lined by the regiments 
of: the Brigade of Guards, and their 
carriage was escorted by a regiment of 
Horse Guards. 

President Poincaré is to be the guest 
of King George and the British Nation 
until June 27. All the newspapers in 
editorial articles heartily welcome. the 
Chief Executive of the republic across 
the Channel. °

Jections to Mr. Lane, who at . once 


authors. 

It will be seen, he says, that, al- 
though the consensus of opinion was 
in favor of the circulation of the 
book, yet there was a very strong_ob- 
jection to the translation. On that 
ground Mr, Lane withdrew the book 
and arranged for a new translation, 
by Beatrice Marshall, which he pub- 
lished to-day. ae 

The letters he received from Eng- 
lish authors are interesting reading. 

Thomas Hardy:said: “ A translation 
of good literary taste might, possibly 
have made much of the unflinching 
study of the’ woman’s character ac- 
ceptable im this country, even though 
the character is one of a somewhat 
ignoble type; but, unfortunately, the 
novel ig rendered into ‘the rawest 
American.’ ” 

Eden Pillpotts wittily expressed 
the same view when he said: “1 
read “Sudermann’s ‘Das hohe ‘Lied’ 
very carefully, and if I were inclined 
to be flippant I should say that the 
only things obscene therein were the 
Americanisms of this translation.” 

Others who wrote letters were Sir

WHOLESALE AND RETAILFINANCE 

The President takes high ground in 
announcing the opening of his post- 
graduate course in finance. “We 
“must show them that we under- 
“stand what business needs, and 
“that we know how to supply it,” 
are his words. The reception is un- 
gracious on the part of his pupils. 
Mr. HEPBurn, speaking on behalf of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
says: “I am informed that there will 
“be modifications in the bill. If 
“there are not we shall be against it.” 
This frame of mind is worth notice 
irrespective of which is right or 
which is wrong in the.first lessons in 
finance. President Wriuson conceiv- 
ably might be right ultimately with- 
out averting friction in ‘making good 
his case against the banking business. 
as a form of tyranny of credit. To 
enact a bill against the. protest.of ‘the 
associated bankers . assuredly. would 
pot promote that confidence which is 
the basis of credit: in hardly less 
degree than gold itself. This is all 
fhe more regrettable because the dif- 
ference between the President and 
the bankers is fundamental, on mat- 
ters of the broadest principle, and 
is not susceptible of rémoval by 
améndments in detail. 

This appears clearly by contrasting 
the official . reply of the American 
Bankers’. ‘Association to the Senate’s 
questions with the President’s words, 
and with the provisions of the bill. 
Says the President: “We must have 
“a currency elastically responsive t 
“sound credit.” * * * “And the 
“control of the system of issue which 
“ our new laws are to set up must be 
“public, not priyate.” The bankers 
say: “It is possible for’ the Treasury 
“to furnish the country with a-safe 
“ourrency. It would be very. diffi- 
“ cult if’ not impossible to make that 
“ currency elastic in the sense of con- 

 tracting and expanding according 
“to the needs of the public. ” The 
contradiction is more, than in the 
forms of the words. , The President’s 
proposal is to.contract and expand 
the currency in proportion to credit, 
and to do this by some form of public 
or official. command. The bankers 
prefer to relate the currency to the 
needs of the public, rather than to the 
3) banking situation regarding credit, 
and they think that this should be 
done by private rather than by offi- 
cial initiative.’ 

For example, the movement of the

Those of us who view Christian Science 
from the outside, and therefore with. im- 
partiality as regards its factions, can 
plainly see that its present managers are 
of heterodox beliefs and practices—that 
they have not kept the faith, but have 
made, in an attempt to conciliate the 
negligible antagonism of those who do 
not understand Mrs. Eppy’s doctrines, 
one weak concession after another to so- 
called reason till now the system is 
hardly distinguishable from new thought 
or mental healing. 

This is a comfortable, but fatal, policy, 
for history shows that peace has inva- 
riably been the precursor of extinction 
for every such movement. Mrs. STETson 
has never abandoned any principle of 
the original, authoritative teaching. No 
more than did Mrs. Enpy herself: does 
she recoil from expounding the concepts 
by which the uninitiate are most star- 
tled, and she calmly repeats to-day, in 
almost identical words, what Mrs. Eppy 
said as to the need for defense against 
the evil thoughts of malignant enemies. 
In nothing more than this is her perfect 
orthodoxy demonstrated, and in nothing 
is the falling away from fixed standards 
by. the Boston group more plainly shown 
than by their evident wish that Mrs. 
Eppy’s, sturdy belief in the possibility of 
torture and assassination by this projec- 
tion of malice should be forgotten.

BALDNESS A GERM DISEASE? 


Doctor Warns Against Using Com- 
mon Combs and Brushes. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

I note that many of your redders are 
greatly perturbed over the ridiculous ex- 
planations given in regard to baldness. 
In the first place, let me state that there 
are two distinct forms of baldness, one 
which is characterized by sparseness of 
hair from-early childhood, and is a con- 
genital trait; the other, in which the 
growth of hair is abundant up to a cer- 
tain age, and then the baldness makes its 
gradual appearance, and progresses rap- 
idly irrespective of age, race, creed, or 
color. , Now, this is the most prevalent 
variety, and is due to a specific microbe 
that permeates the ‘hair roots and. de- 
stroys them, unless killed before much 
damage had been done. 

The germ may be carried to the head 
in many ways, but principally by the 
common use of combs and brushes, as 
practiced in barbers’ shops. This readily 
explains also why baldness prevails 
among several members of the same 
family, (who use the same comb and 
brush,) and also why men are more sub- 
ject to baldness than women, because 
the latter practically never go to bar- 
bers’ shops, and, as a rule, are more 
particular in using their own comb and 
brush. ! Now, if those gentlemen who 
fear to become bald would take the 
trouble of carrying to the barbers their 
own comb and brush, which should be 
kept scrupulously clean, they will rarely 
if ever have reason to lament the pre- 
mature loss of their hair. Moreover, let 
them remember that baldness in the ma- 
jority of instances is curable in its very 
early stage by’ means of suitable anti- 
septics, which kill the  hair-destroying 
germs.

Penal Statute Urged Against Use 
of Saccharin. 


‘To the Editor of The New York Times: 
I note what one of your correspondents 
has to say concerning ‘‘ Saccharin in Soda 


Water,” &c. “If ever there was a more 
fraudulent, deceptive, and dangerous mis- 
nomer applied to any article or compound 
entering into the articles of food and drink 
than ‘saccharjn it will bel difficult to name 
it. -From its name, saccharin, the general 
public is. naturally led to suppose that it 
has some relation to cane sugar, which it 
has not, except' in name. It is not even a 
remote relative of saccharum, or sugar, but 
is a synthetic chemical compound termed 
“ benzoyl-sulphonic imid,” appearing as a 
white powder having an intense sweet taste 
and an odor-slightly resembling Uk of 
almonds. 

Of course its name naturally suggests its 
relationship with sugar;.and owing to its 
cheapness—it being one thousand times sweet- 
er than. sugar--it is frequently and fraudu- 


‘lently used by unscrupulous soda water 


vendors in the preparation of their. syrups. 
It ought. to be a penal offense ta put it on 
the. market ‘under its-present name and to 
dole it out to the public in.soda water, be- 
uiling them with the idea that they are 
being regaled with drinks sweetened with 
cane sugar syrups.

The monetary bill, as published, has 


a limited way for the massing of a por- 
‘Tt 
. recognizes commercial paper as a proper 
partial basis for the issuance of a bank- 
note currency. It furnishes some facili- 
ties for the rediscounting by. independent 
banks of commercial paper accepted by 
them in the regular co of business, 
It authorizes national banks having a 
capital of $1,000,000 to maintain branches 


foreign commerce. 

The bill in its present fortn is objec- 
tionable and unsound in several impor- 
tant. respects. It gives autocratic con- 
trol of the entire banking system of the 
country to those who do not furnish any 
part of the capital, and only one of 
whom is required to have any “ bank« 
ing experience.’ It creates too many 
regional reserve banks, each of which 
will be a comparatively small institution, 
and in times of-emergency will be com- 
pelled to compete with each othér for 
the reserve money. It. fails to provide 
for a scientific banknote currency that 
will automatically . adjust itself. in 
amount to the fluctuating needs of the 
commerce of the country. 

It retains our inflexible bond-secured 
currency. It adds to our many different 
forms: of money and currency Treasury 
reserve notes that partake altogether too 


rency authorized by the Aldrich-Vree- 
land act of 1907. It divides the reserves 
of the banks between the independent 
banks and the reserve banks without re- 
lieving the interior banks of the neces- 
sity of maintaining balances with their 
correspondents in the-commercial centres 
for‘exchange purposes. It thereby weak+( 
ens and dissipates the strength of the 
bank reserves for effective use. It 
locks up one-third of the bank reserves 
as a dead asset in the vaults ofthe indi- 
vidual banks. It offers no adequate ad- 
vantages to the banks in the great com: 


to part with from 10 to 20 pér cent. of 
their capital and subject themselves to 
all the provisions of the bill. It may, 
therefore, compel them to relinquish 
their national charters for State char- 
ters, and thus eventually lead to a con- 
traction of the currency. It consequent- 
ly threaténs to take away some of the 
demand for the United. States 2 per 
cent. bonds, and thus lessen their: mar- 
ket value. » 

It places too heavy’ burdens upon the 
small national banks. It requires them 
to contribute from 10 to. 20 per cent. of 
their capital to the formation of re- 
gional reserve banks,, upon which 
amount. they never can realize more 
than 5 per cent. in- dividends, and at 
the same time prevents them front re- 
ceiving interest upon a large -Part of 
their reserves. 

If we-must have district or regional 
banks instead of ‘one: national reserve 
association, théir number. ought not to 
exceed five or six, If five,’ we might 
require each to have a capital of at 
least $20,000,000. The national reserve: 
board might be. composed ‘of fifteen 
members; five to be elected by the bank- 
ers, one from each district; five to 
be Government officials or appointées, 
and the other five to be business men 
selected by the.ten previously chosen, 
not more than one of whom should be 
named from any one district. , 

The Federal. board,.shquld -+have vgen- 
eral. supervisory ‘control overs the:‘re+ 
gional banks in ofder’ td “fisure’ tini- 
formity in bank practices throughout | 
the country and safeguard the general 
credit conditions of the country as @ 
whole. 

The power of bank note issue, in ac- 
cordance with strict statutory require- 
ments..as to réséve and otherwise, 
might safely be intrusted to the re- 
gional banks under the supervisory con- 
trol of the Federal board.’ The notes to 
be issued should’ supersede the pres- 
ent bank-note circulation secured by 
the 2 per cent. bonds,.and the latter 
would be converted into - investment 
bonds ‘bearing. at least 3 per cent. ‘in- 
terest, The assets of all the regional 
reserve banks should be Hable for the 
notes issued. The ‘tax on the notes 
should be regulated according ‘to the 
amount of lawful money ‘reserve held 
against them, and should increase as 
the reserve decreases, which automat-. 
ically would adjust the amount of notes 
outstanding to the business ree 
ments of the country. 

With these or somewhat similar 
changes in the bill, the country, in my 
judgment, would be provided with a 
fairly workable law. At least it-would 
furnish the basis upon which future 
Lexperience would enable us to build 
‘a scientific banking structure.
